Trolling For Tarpon. 

It isl not easy to hook a tarpon while* 
trolling, for his mouth is very hard, 
says Jnlii;n A. Dimock in Country Life 
In America, and much skill may doubt¬ 
less here be shown. Id the playing of 
the fish the work Is abcut the same as in 
•till fishing save that more care must be 
used, as the hook is probably not firmly 
imbedded. An old fisherman told me that 
he liked to be snre of bis fish and so 
preferred still fishing, but to my mind 
it is one of tbe objections to that meth¬ 
od. Another and stronger objection Is 
the disturbance of my feelingB In think¬ 
ing that I am pulling against a fish's 
“in’arda,’' If the line does break tbe 
chance of the victim’s being able to 
ftee himself from the hook is problem¬ 
atical, while in trolling it is the work 
of a minute after the strain is off the 
line until a sore month is the only 
symptom remaining. 


Hammers. 

I Hammers are represented on the 
monuments of Egypt twenty centuries 
before our era. They greatly resem¬ 
bled the hammers now In use, save that 
there were no claws on the back for 
the extraction of naih. The first ham- 
kner was undoubtedly a stone held In 
the hand. Claw hammers were invent¬ 
ed some time daring the middle ages. 
Illuminated manuscripts oil the elev¬ 
enth century represent carpenters with 
claw hammers. Hammers are of all 
sizes, from the dainty Instruments 
pxsed by the Jeweler, which weigh less 
than half an ounefe*—to the gigantic 
hammer of shipbuilding establishments.

Progerly Boiled Meat. 

To boll meet so as to retain the juices 
&$d soluble salts and yet cook it.suf¬ 
ficiently it should be plunged into boil¬ 
ing water and boiled rapidly for about 
ten minutes. After this fast cooking 
the kettle must be pushed over to the 
back of the. lire, where its contents will 
simmer gently. This tends to coagu¬ 
late. the outer rind of the meat so that 
the Juices cannot escape. If meat is 
treated In this manner the inside will 
be found Juicy and tender, but If the 
meat Is allowed to boll It will be found 
bard and chippy, the goodness having 
all boiled out of It
